Dear Miss Bishop: 


I have your letter requesting the approval of the 
Middlesex County Retirement Board to remain in the service 
of the town until October 1, 1949. 


Under the law the Board of Retirement has already 
granted you permission to remain in the service until 
June 30, 1949, that is until two years after June 30, 1947 
when the town joined the Ketirement System. This is the 
last date to which your retirement can be postponed by 
law. No board has any power under the law to extend your 
retirement beyond that date. Consequently, you cannot be 
continued legally in the employ of the town until October l, 


1949. 


The payment of your pension should begin by the period 
starting July 1, 1949, and you should receive your first 
pension check on August 1. The Retirement Board has to 
vote your retirement and then send the papers to the State 
Divison of Insurance for the computation of your pension. 
Due to the fact that the State Division of Insurance has 
a great many cases to handle, this process takes some 
weeks. I have already forwarded to the Division of Insur- 
ance the figures of most of the people who are due to 
retire on June 30. 


If you do not promptly fill out and sign the papers 
that were sent to you, it will be impossible for me to 
obtain the figures for your pension from the Division of 
Insurance in time to mail you your check on August l. 
Will you not promptly sign them and forward them immedi- 
ately? 


Under the law you positively cannot be employed for 
the town after June 30. The only question is whether or 
not it will be possible for me to start paying you your 
pension on August l.
